AFLAME  (FCH)  1926.  One  of  the  truly  outstanding  varieties  of  the  day.  A 
truly  regall  magnificent  Gladiolus.  We  do  not  have  space  available  to  tell  all  the  nice 
things  that  have  been  said  or  written  about  this  wonderful  variety.  It  makes  a  won' 
derful  basket  glad;  its  long  straight  stem  with  all  the  grace  of  the  prim  hybrids  and  the 
large  magnificent  flowers  of  the  large  types,  not  as  hooded  as  some.  It  is  one  of  the 
outstanding  national  prize  winners  today,  although  only  introduced  in  1926.  Color 
medium  deep  rose,  shading  to  orange  flame  near  the  edge  of  petals.  An  outstanding 
feature  is  that  the  back  of  the  petals  are  as  beautiful  as  the  front,  in  richest  colorings. 
The  plant  is  one  of  the  strongest  and  most  vigorous  we  grow;  wide  heavy  extra  dark 
green  foliage.  The  tips  of  the  heavy  broad  leaves  droop,  giving  it'  a  very  distinctive 
appearance  when  compared  with  other  varieties,  having  sharp  pointed  upright  leaves. 
No  crooked  spikes,  placement  always  of  the  best,  ,as  many  as  seven  to  nine  large  grace' 
ful  florets  open  at  one  time.  Florets  have  been  grown  from  6  to  6/2  inches  across. 
Read  rating  of  this  glad  by  the  Conn.  Glad.  Society  symposiums.  A  very  rapid  propa' 
gator.  We  have  made  price  as  low  as  possible  to  give  everybody  an  opportunity  to 
stock  this  year,  at  reasonable  prices. 

*SEE  ILLUSTRATION  OF  AFLAME  ON  BACK  COVER.  This  picture  was  sent 
us  by  the  writer  of  the  following  letter.  The  picture  was  taken  with  a  small  camera 
and  the  negative  was  partly  faded  so  we  could  not  get  as  good  a  picture  as  we  would 
like.  Please  note  that  this  shows  AFLAME  not  fully  open  but  just  starting  to  open. 
When  fully  open  it  often  has  eight  or  nine  very  large  well  placed  flowers  open  at  once. 
Note  that  these  spikes  are  approximately  six  feet  tall  and  straight,  yet  wirey  and  grace' 
ful.  The  six  foot  rule  referred  to  in  letter  is  in  regard  to  this  same  picture  but  a  differ' 
ent  exposure,  showing  a  six  foot  rule  just  about  even  with  the  tips  of  these  spikes.  We 
did  not  use  this  negative  because  it  was  more  faded  than  the  one  used.  The  picture 
was  not  large  enough  to  get  the  five  spikes  on,  one  spike  not  showing  in  this  picture. 
Next  season  we  hope  to  show  you  some  prise  winning  spikes  from  the  show  room. 

BEN  HUR  (FCH)  1929.  Medium  height,  strong  sturdy  plant,  straight  spike  and 
good  placement,  six  to  eight  open,  heavy  substance,  color  phlox  mallow,  a  royal  purple 
shade,  practically  a  self  color. 

BLUE  TORCH  (FCH)  1925.  An  improved  Ewbank,  as  it  flowers  at  same  date,  quite 
early.  It  is  tall  and  straight,  good  grower  and  fair  propagator.  Color  is  pale  violet. 
An  excellent  commercial.  We  have  always  had  more  demand  than  supply. 

BROWN  WINGS  (FCH)  1929.  Medium  height;  very  strong  plant;  distinct  prim' 
grand,  very  large  flowers,  very  often  six  inches  or  more.  The  general  color  combination 
is  brown  and  tan.  Very  desirable  in  this  color,  attracts  much  attention. 

BUFFALO  (FCH)  1930.  Very  tall  strong  plant,  heavy  dark  foliage,  large  flowers, 
placement  good,  very  deep  red,  six  to  eight  flowers  open.  Not  very  fast  propagator. 
Should  be  good  exhibition  variety. 

HAMBURG  PINK  (FCH)  1926.  A  very  strong  grower,  rapid  propagator,  tall, 
strong  stem  and  large  flowers,  six  to  eight  open.  Color  a  shade  deeper  than  Rita  Beck. 
In  same  color  class  as  Phipps.  Has  been  called  an  outstanding  commercial  at  Cornell 
trial  grounds.  A  splendid  keeper  and  shipper.  A  variety  the  florists  select  in  prefer' 
ence  to  most  others. 
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IVANHOE  (FCH)  1929.  Strong  sturdy  plant,  medium  height,  rapid  propagator. 
A  deep  bright  salmon  pink,  similar  in  color  to  R.  Diener,  placement  very  good.  Six  or 
more  open  flowers  of  exceptional  substance. 

MISS  NEW  YORK  (FCH)  1929.  Medium  to  tall.  Strong  healthy  plant,  extra 
heavy  substance,  crisp  form  color  Doree'begonia  rose.  A  very  compelling  self  color. 
Six  or  more  very  large  well  placed  flowers  open  at  a  time. 

MRS.  CATHERINE  EDWARDS  (FCH)  1929.  Tali,  early,  cream  white.  (See 
illustration  with  comment.)  Flowers  in  70  to  75  days.  Placement  not  always  perfect. 
Very  large  florets,  5J/2  to  6  inches,  as  high  as  eight  to  ten  open,  wonderful  for  exhb 
bition  except  some  fault  in  placement  of  a  certain  per  cent  of  bloom. 

MRS.  F.  C.  HORNBERGER  (FCH)  1925.  Our  very  first  introduction.  We  first 
listed  this  at  $5.00  per  bulb  with  the  following  comment:  Our  very  first  description 
applied  to  one  of  our  varieties  before  we  knew  how  it  would  be  received.  “A  new 
pure  white  Gladiolus”  our  first  introduction  from  a  long  list  of  pure  white  seedlings. 
This  variety  is  lightly  frilled  or  ruffled,  with  six  to  ei^ht  pure  white  flowers  open  at  one 
time.  In  full  bloom  a  glorified  frilled  Europa.  Grows  as  strong  as  Peace.  A  large  per 
cent  of  the  bulblets  flower  freely,  some  having  twenty  buds,  and  often  with  spikes  from 
bulblets  three  feet  long.  Keeping  quality  in  water  remarkable,  where  last  buds  open 
freely  and  the  florets  become  a  waxey  white.  Wonderful  propagator  and  one  of  our 
strongest  growers.  Rated  96  by  Gersdorff  in  a  season  of  drought  when  many  other 
varieties  failed  to  even  flower. 

We  hunted  up  this  original  description  from  one  of  our  old  catalogs.  You  can  see 
how  this  description  has  been  proven  since  that  date.  We  'believe  this  to  be  the  greatest 
White  variety  of  all  time.  Surely  none  has  been  a  more  consistent  winner  of  prices  each 
year  since  its  introduction.  Its  winnings  have  increased  as  it  has  become  more  widely 
disseminated.  Louis  G.  Rowe  of  Sealbrook,  N.  H.,  noted  grower  and  judge,  states  in  his 
1 92 5 T 926  catalog:  “We  have  grown  a  good  many  white  gladioli,  but  never  have  seen 
a  more  beautiful  creation  than  this  variety.  It  is  positively  one  of  the  finest  glads  ever 
produced  and  will  rank  as  the  leading  white.  Nicely  frilled,  wide  open,  perfectly  placed 
bloom  of  remarkable  texture  with  28  buds  to  the  spike.  Strong  sturdy  and  very  vigor' 
ous  grower.  A  genuine  thrill  is  in  store  for  you  when  you  see  this  variety.”  Such  was 
Mr.  Rowe's  impressions  after  growing  this  variety.  He  was  the  first  man  to  exhibit 
this  variety  the  next  year  at  Hartford,  Connecticut,  1926 — won  first  for  being  the  best 
spike  in  the  show,  in  competition  with  ten  thousand  spikes  of  the  world’s  foremost 
varieties.  In  1927  it  won  the  CHAMPIONSHIP  CUP  at  Boston,  Massachusetts  show 
as  the  best  three  spikes  in  the  show  against  all  competitors  of  any  color.  Since  then  its 
winnings  have  increased  and  spread  all  over  the  country,  wherever  it  has  been  grown, 
as  it  is  a  late  variety,  100  to  105  days.  It  has  skipped  many  of  our  shows  when  not 
planted  quite  early  enough  in  the  more  northern  sections.  This  year  at  the  New  York 
Metropolitan  show  at  Madison  Square  it  won  the  “VAUGHAN’S  BRONZE 
MEDAL”  as  the  best  white  in  the  show  in  keen  competition  with  the  newest  and  best 
whites  from  every  part  of  the  world,  growing  in  this  country.  A  well  known  Buffalo 
florist  who  has  Greenhouses  and  Florist  stores  tells  me  that  this  is  by  far  the  best  keeper 
when  cut  of  any  commercial  variety  they  ever  used  and  they  buy  all  that  is  new  and 
up  to  date  in  glads.  There  is  no  better  keeper  and  shipper,  the  substance  and  texture  is 
remarkable.  As  a  ‘  white”  compare  this  with  any  other  white  and  learn  that  there  are 
Whites  and  then  other  whites  as  far  as  color  goes.  It  is  compact  growing,  can  be  grown 
to  four  feet  with  ease,  large  bulbs  produce  around  28  to  30  buds  to  spike.  Many  bulb' 
let  spikes  have  twenty  buds.  It  is  one  of  our  fastest  and  best  propagators.  You  need 
not  peel  these  bulblets  to  get  germination.  About  5000  to  6000  to  the  quart,  large  to 
medium  in  sise.  See  illustration  Mrs.  F.  C.  Hornberger  on  front  cover  page.  This  is 
from  a  photograph  as  it  grew  in  the  garden.  The  man  who  produced  this  spike  said 
“I  believe  this  was  the  most  perfect  spike  of  bloom  in  this  plot  of  over  ten  thousand 
bulbs  of  over  one  hundred  varieties.” 
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NEW  GOLD  (FGH)  1930.  A  very  tall  straight  stemmed  yellow,  clear  golden  color, 
florets  medium  to  large,  the  open  prim  type;  that  is  this  contains  some  prim  blood,  but 
flowers  are  open  in  form.  Six  or  more  dear  light  golden  flowers  open  at  one  time. 
Substance  and  texture  of  the  best.  A  worth  while  commercial  yellow. 

RADIANT  QUEEN  (FOH)  1927.  Medium  height,  extra  early,  prim  grand1  on 
order  of  Orange  Queen.  We  first  called  it  improved  Orange  Queen.  This  is  very 
large  flowered,  often  six  inch  bloom.  Good  substance,  texture  and  placement  much 
richer  and  much  more  highly  colored  and  tinted  than  Orange  Queen.  Color  orange, 
shading  to  saffron.  An  extra  early  glad.  One  of  the  first  to  flower. 

PINK  SHOW  (FOH)  1930.  Very  tall  strong  plant.  One  of  the  tallest  we  grow. 
If  you  wish  a  variety  to  put  on  exhibition  where  you  can  show  a  long  spike  with  ten 
to  fifteen  medium  shed  well  placed1  bloom  on  a  spike,  this  is  the  variety.  Pink  and 
yellow.  Good  substance  and  texture  on  order  of  Mrs.  Ha'lliday. 

SALMON  GLOW  (FGH)  1925.  Perhaps  this  is  one  of  the  first  to  flower  of  all  early 
glads.  It  has  flowered  for  us  ahead  of  Elisabeth  Tabor  which  is  one  of  the  first  early. 
Salmon  Glow  is  a  large  prim-grand.  Often  has  flowers  six  inches  or  more,  much  hood¬ 
ed,  five  to  seven  large  florets  open  at  a  time.  Strong  straight  grower,  perhaps  one  of 
the  most  rapid  propagators  we  have  ever  come  across.  The  flowers  are  large  golden 
salmon  with  very  large  throat  blotch  of  rich  deep  daffodil  yellow.  A  very  beautiful  and 
showy  glad.  Wonderful  under  artificial  light  where  so  many  glads  fail.  An  excep¬ 
tional  basket  and  table  glad. 

VINTAGE  WINE  (FCH)  1930.  A  very  unusual  color  of  wine  red,  practically  a 
self;  good  plant  of  medium  height,  not  a  fast  propagator. 

WHITE  STAR  (FCH)  1927.  Very  tall,  four  to  five  feet;  always  very  straight. 
Pointed  sword-like  leaves  pointing  directly  upward.  Ten  to  fourteen  very  large  flow¬ 
ers  open  at  one  time  and  the  bud  spike  of  20  to  25  buds  nearly  all  showing  color  at  one 
time.  The  substance  is  remarkable  for  its  extra  heavy  texture.  The  most  of  the  spikes 
come  with  good  placement,  but  some  will  come  a  little  opposite  as  does  Henry  Ford. 
A  very  good  show  flower,  but  not  a  commercial;  in  the  class  of  Mrs.  F.  C.  Hornberger. 
See  Illustration  on  back  inside  cover  showing  White  Star  from  a  No.  4  size  bulb.  Does 
not  flower  well  from  very  small  bulbs.  In  this  respect  it  is  like  Vaughan’s  White.  It  is 
a  late  variety,  about  110  days. 

The  Annual  Symposium 

YOUR  LIST  OF  BEST  GLADS:  What  are  they?  To  all  persons  who  will  cooperate 
with  us,  we  ask  that  you  answer  the  following  questions,  or  part  of  them,  and  we  will 
continue  this  department  in  our  catalog,  giving  more  space  as  the  subject  seems  to 
warrant.  Our  ideal  of  an  A-l  glad  is  not  always  how  it  performs  in  the  show  room, 
but  how  great  is  its  utility,  its  all  around  service,  year  in  and  year  out.  A  good  glad 
should  have  vitality  to  maintain  health  and  to  give  good  results  under  trying  condi¬ 
tions.  It  should  be  highly  resistant  to  disease,  should  not  be  too  short  of  stem,  stems 
should  run  fairly  straight,  it  should  propogate  fair  to  good,  the  placement  should  be 
good,  at  least  fair  if  it  has  many  other  redeeming  features,  the  color  should  be  clear 
and  good,  and  colors  should  harmonize  and  be  pleasing  to  the  eye,  the  keeping  quality 
when  cut  should  be  good,  as  the  most  compelling  argument  for  glads  is  their  utility  as 
cut  flowers.  Having  the  above  in  mind,  give  us  a  list  of  twenty-five  or  more  of  your 
leading  favorite  UTILITY  GLADS.  Placing  at  top  of  the  list  what  you  consider  the 
best  glad  you  have  ever  grown,  and  No.  2  on  list,  the  second  best  and  so  on,  and  not  in 
alphabetical  order.  Now  make  out  another  list  of  twenty-five  or  more,  and  put  on  this 
list  only  such  varieties  as  you  feel  sure  have  not  been  on  the  market  over  five  years,  and 
which  you  have,  tested  for  one  or  more  years,  to  get  a  line  on  their  possible  future  utility 
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value.  Arrange  this  list  in  same  order  as  list  No.  1.  Now  for  a  list  of  highly  resistant 
varieties,  there  is  no  doubt  that  disease  is  a  big  problem,  and  all  growers  should  make 
every  effort  to  produce  100%  disease  free  bulbs,  because  they  as  a  rule  will  'be  in  a 
position  to  use  new  land  and  do  many  other  things,  but  to  the  great  majority  of  small 
growers  and  private  gardens,  crop  rotation,  and  in  particular  the  use  of  new  land  each 
year  is  almost  out  of  the  question,  as  disease  has  only  had  serious  study  in  the  past  few 
years,  and  as  stock  only  a  few  years  ago  showed  very  mudh  disease  it  follows  that  most  of 
the  land  used  in  past  years  and  that  must  be  used  more  or  less  in  the  future,  is  more 
or  less  infected  with  B.  marginatum,  or  bacteria  rot.  Tests  have  proved  that  this  has 
been  found  in  soils  that  have  not  grown  glads  for  four  years  or  more.  So  you  see  the 
value  of  this  subject,  while  disease  is  not  as  dangerous  as  some  have  tried  to  picture  it, 
yet  with  some  varieties  it  is  all  they  have  pictured.  With  many  other  varieties  with 
careful  growing  and  handling  in  storage,  the  loss  that  results  should  not  hamper  you 
from  growing  a  very  good  list  of  glads,  and1  doing  a  fine  cut  flower  business,  even  if 
you  grow  them  on  the  same  diseased  land  year  after  year.  We  have  proof  of  this  as¬ 
sertion  from  the  record  of  one  of  the  most  successful  cut  flower  growers  we  know  about. 
Now  if  you  must  grow  flowers  on  land  that  you  know  to  be  more  or  less  diseased,  please 
give  us  your  list  of  varieties  that  you  have  found  to  be  most  highly  resistant  to  disease, 
placing  at  the  head  of  your  list  what  you  consider  the  most  resistant  in  order  of  the 
other  two  lists.  We  will  then  publish  all  the  data  for  your  benefit,  and  we  can  add  to 
this  department  each  season.  This  will  give  us  a  fund  of  valuable  information.  When 
you  make  out  your  lists  give  us  also  the  following  information:  What  are  your  grow¬ 
ing  conditions?  Do  you  use  irrigation,  or  under  conditions  of  natural  rainfall? 
Is  your  land  highly  productive,  rich  soil,  and  adapted  by  nature  to  flower 
growing  or  is  it  the  kind  of  soil  on  which  the  bulk  of  all  glads  grown  is  like  a  some¬ 
what  lean,  not  overproductive  soil,  the  kind  of  land  of  all  types  that  has  had  no  special 
building  for  flower  production?  You  may  also  tell  us  what  has  been  your  experience 
in  bulb  production,  rapidly  grown  stock  vs.  slow  grown  stock.  Have  you  ever  noticed 
any  difference  in  quality  of  stock  grown  in  years  of  drought  vs.  stock  grown  in  years 
of  ample  moisture?  Add1  any  other  thoughts  and  facts  that  come  to  your  mind.  Any 
good  points  about  digging,  drying,  curing,  storage,  breeding,  building  up  special  strains, 
what  produces  the  best  quality  bulbs,  etc.  We  are  after  facts  and  we  will  publish  at 
our  expense  for  the  benefit  of  all  who  will  write  and  help  us  in  a  worth  while  work. 

A  LETTER  FROM  PROF.  MASSEY 

Prof.  L.  M.  Massey,  of  Cornell  University,  and  Who  also  has  been  connected  with 
The  Boyce  Thompson  Institute  for  Plant  Research,  is  so  well  known  to  American  flori¬ 
culture  as  to  need  no  introduction.  I  do  not  believe  any  man  in  America  is  more  fitted 
by  experience  to  answer  your  questions  on  flower  problems.  Following  is  part  of  a 
letter  we  received  in  March,  1925. 

Dear  Mr.  Hornberger: 

— :  disease  control  consists  in  the  elimination  of  badly  diseased  corms,  by  crop  ro¬ 
tation  and  maintaining  proper  storage  conditions.  A  four  or  five  year  rotation  is  de¬ 
sirable.  The  corms  should  be  dried  a  day  or  two  in  the  sun  before  being  taken  into 
the  storage  rooms  and  should  be  free  of  soil.  They  should  be  given  plenty  of  ventila¬ 
tion  after  being  stored.  The  temperature  should  be  maintained  at  35  to  40  degrees 
farenheit;  with  higher  temperatures.  Disease  is  likely  to  develop  rapidly.  Most  store 
rooms  are  kept  too  warm.  Bulbs  should  be  quite  thoroughly  dried  in  the  field  and 
not  piled  deep  in  the  trays,  not  over  three  inches,  and1  then  brought  into  well  ventilated 
storage.  Ventilation  is  very  important  for  the  first  month  in  storage.  While 
the  bulbs  are  going  through  the  sweating  period  and  drying  off,  the  temperature  at  this 
time  should  be  as  low  as  possible,  not  going  lower  than  32°  F.

AFLAME  (Hornberger)

Hamburg,  New  York 
Dear  Sir: 

I  had  on  trial  almost  300  varieties  of  “glads”  last  season  and  your  AFLAME 
was  the  most  striking  one  in  the  garden.  The  smallest  No.  7  siz,e  that  I  picked  out 
of  the  bulblets  bloomed  and  the  5  No.  2  bulbs  sent  me  all  made  spikes,  just  under 
six  feet  tall  without  forcing  in  any  way.  The  enclosed  picture  (See  picture 
Aflame)  shows  a  six  foot  rule  held  near  them  while  the  figures  do  not  show,  the  six 
inch  joints  do.  The  florets  are  all  over  six  inches  across  and  thirty  inches  from  the 
bottom  floret  to  the  bud  at  tip  of  spike.  As  the  photo  shows  all  five  spikes  were 
about  of  the  same  height  when  in  full  bloom.  SOME  GLAD  I  call  it.
